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Between 3 and 16 .Tune 1951, the Kradschuetzen Kaserne in 
Bad Freiemvalde (K 5J/V 23} was again used as a processing 
center for soldiers due for demobilization. Personnel who 
were seen arriving there eame either aboard the leave train 
from the direction of Schwerin or aboard coaches coupled to 
regular passenger trains from the direction of Eberswalde. 
Incoming shipments ■ f personnel included 240 men on 3 June, 
about 50 men on 5 J.ne, and about 600 men on 6 June, The 
soldiers who came in on 5 June were the only ones who carried 
small arms.
